Dear  Mr.  Callison: 

I am  attaching  two  copies  of  the  recorded  easement  grant  for  Declaratory 
Resolution  No.  1188-1966  which  provided  for  the  vacation  of  Piedmont 
Avenue  from  the  south  property  line  of  Kinsmoor  Avenue  to  the  north 
property  line  of  Nuttman  Avenue. 

It  was  originally  intended  to  retain  the  entire  50  foot  right  of  way 
for  easement  purposes.  Property  owners  complained  about  this,  however, 
so  Jack  Barth  had  the  existing  gas  main  located.

THIS  INDENTURE  WITNESSETH,  That  the  Undersigned  Grantors,  each  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  (21)  years,  for  and  in  consideration  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  and  other 
valuable  consideration, receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged  by  the  Grantors, 
do  hereby  CONVEY  and  WARRANT  to  NORTHERN  INDIANA  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMPANY,  an 
Indiana  Corporation,  a perpetual  right  of  way  and  easement  with  the  right, 
privilege  and  authority  to  the  Grantee  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns  to
